Thoro were be- 
tween thrcj and five hundred men laying 
hy, waiting for an opportunity to test tlie 
bars. No dry diggings have been -truck; 
Mr..AV. heard of quartz discoveries, but 
eotihl find no specimens in the hands of 
parties who professed to have found them, 
lie describes the country as being most 
beautiful, and apparently good funning 
Jaml. Eraser river, above Alexander, is a 
broad sheet of water, moving placidly along 
and without the dangerous "riffles," which 
have proved so destructive to human life 
in these lower waters. Mr. Woodward 
went up by the Brigade Trail, and returned 
*y the way of the River (Fraser.) Ho 
gives the preference to the former, by all 
odds. The country is scarce of game — 

'"only a few moose having been seen by the 
party on their way up. 

Oapt. Peterson, a trailer at the Forks, ar- 
rived in town with Mr. Woodward, and ex- 
hibits a letter from a friend, at present 
mining on Canal River in which it is stated 
that the writer is making thirty dollarspor 
day to the rocker, 

Another dead body, entirely naked was 
picked up by Indians on Sunday morning 
lust, floating in tho water, and brought 
ashore. Tho deceased had doubtless been 
in the water about four weeks and was too 
much decomposed to admit of identity.

GEN. HARNEY'S LETTER TO GOV. DOUGLAS. 

Head Quarters, Dopartmenl ofOrogon, ) 
Fort Vaneouvor, V. T., j 
Au-ust Oth, 1859. 
His Excellency, James Douglas, 0. B., 

Governor of Vancouver's Island, &C, 

and Vice Admiral of tho same. 

Sin: I have the honor to inform you of 
the receipt of tin official copy of a protest 
land's by you to the occupation of Sun .Juan 
Island, in Puget .Sunn. I, hy a company of 
United .States troops under my command. 

This aforesaid copy was furnished by 
Cant. Hornby, of tier Majesty's ship 
Tribune, to the United States officer ill 
command atSan .hum Island, ('apt. George 
Pickett, of the Oth Infantry of the American 
army, together with a communication 
threatening a joint occupation of the San 
Juan Island, by tho forces of Hor Majtsty's 
ships Tribune, Plumper, and Satellite, now 
in the harbor of thai island by your orders. 

As the military commander of the depart- 
ment of Oregon, assigned to that command 
by the orders of tho President of the United 
States, I have the honor to state for your 
information, thai by such authority invested 
in me, 1 placod a military command upon 
the island of San .loan to protect the Ame- 
rican citizens residing on that i-'.and from 
the insults and indignities which the British 
authorities of Vancouver Island, and the 
establishment of the Hudson's Hay Com- 
pany have recently offered them, by sending 
a British ship of war from Vaneouvor Is- 
land, to convey tho chief factor of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company to San Juan, for the 
purpose of seizing an American citizen and 
forcibly transporting him to Vancouver 
Island to bo tried by British laws. 

1 have reported this attempted outrage to 
my government and they will doubtless 
seek the proper redress from the British 
government. In tho meantime, 1 have the 
honor to inform your Excellency, I shall 
not permit n repetition of the insult, and 
shall retain a command on San Juan Island 
to protect its citizens in the name of tho 
Uniton States, until I receive further orders 
from my government. 

I have tho honor to be very respectfully

The Latest From Europe. 

Dates to 13th July. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Mr. Colidcn arrived at Liverpool from 
America, June 29. lie said lie would prO- 
i'er another national debt as largo us the 
present rather than a French army should 
occupy England Tor o. month, even though 
they were friends. Op expressed himself 
favorable to a total abolition of Customs 
and Excise, and adopt direct taxation. 

Lord Palnicrston stated in the Commons 
that the Foreign Policy of the government 
was an armed neutrality, and that the Re- 
form Bill would be postponed till the next 
session of Parliament 

Lord Bury has been appointed Treasurer 
of Her Majesty's Household. 

The Duke of Newcastle bad presented a 
number of Canadians to Her Majesty, 
among whom were Mr. Lcgovill, mayor of 
Quebec, Mr. Ws Casault; Lieut. Colonels 
Ryltind and Jarvis, and the lion. Mr. 
Smith, Speaker of the Canadian Assembly, 
•who presented the address praying Her 
Majesty to visit Canada at the opening of 
the Victoria Bridge. 

The Bishop of Columbia bad boon re- 
ceived at the Town Hall, Liverpool, by 
bis Worship the Mayor and a number of 
the local clergy. 

Several of the re-elections consequent on 
a change of ministry have come off ; most 
of them being returned without opposition. 

A Correspondent of the Times writes : 
"The streets of Yale may V) said, without 
n stretch of the imagination, 'to be paved 
with gold.' " 

By way of New Orleans and Tchunntcpoc 
wo have the following telegraphic dis- 
patches, which brings down the news from 
Europe to 13th July, four days later than 
intelligence already published by us. 

Farther Point, July 13. — The Montreal 
ocean steamship North Briton passed this 
point to-day, bringing dates from Liverpool 
to the Pith' July. 

London, July 13. — The following is the 
copy of the peace dispatch, sent by Napol- 
eon to Eugenie, dated Yolleggio, duly. 1 1 : 

"A treaty of peace bus been signed be- 
tween the Emperor of Austria and Na- 
poleon, the following basis: The Italian 
confederacy to bo under the honorary 
Presidency of the Pope. The Emperor of 
Austria concedes his rights In Lombardy to 
the Emperor of the French, who transfers 
them to the King of Sardinia. 

The Emperor of Austria preserves Venice, 
but she will firm an integral part of the 
Italian Confederacy. Napoleon'. 

The Emperors had an interview at Villa- 
franca, on the llth July. 

A dispatch from Turin says that Napoleon 
issued a bullotinfrom Valleggio, announcing 
the armistice — congratulating the troops 
upon their exploits, and announcing bis 
immediate departure for Paris, leaving the 
provisional command of the army to Mar- 
shal Vaillant. 

A dispatch from Verona says that the 
armistice was concluded only after re- 
peated requests from the French, and after 
Austria had obtained all she asked. 

It is reported that Kossuth would pro- 
pose monarcbial government for Hungary. 

If ho London News says that the hopes 
nnd expectations of Italy have been de- 
ceived, rnd that history will call Napoleon 
to account for making a war upon false 
pretences, and then signing a weak and 
selfish pence, that leaves Austria imprcg- 
nubly fortified in the heart of Northern 
Italy, ami commits Central Italy to the 
patronage of the Pope. 

The London Post contends that the Pope 
is deprived of all subsistence, but keeps the 
shadow of supremacy. 

The London Times says that. France lias 
spent fifty million pounds, arid lost fifty 
thousand men, only to give Milan a Pied- 
monteso master, and establish the Pope in 
temporary dignity, even beyond his imagi- 
nation. 

Paris, July 13,— The Paris Monileur 
says that the great neutral powers ex- 
changed communications with the bellige- 
rents, offering mediation, but wore unsuc- 
cessful "" ( il the French fleet were about 
commencing operations against Venice, 
and a conflict before Verona was imminent, 
when Napoleon, finding the Emperor ot 
Austria willing, concluded the armistice. 

Some authorities credit England and 
SOnlO Prussia with the armistice. 



Furthor Intelligence- by tlio " North Briton." 

London, .Inly 13, — It is rumored, at Ber- 
lin, that the Emperor of Russia would soon 
arrive at that capital, to attend a family con- 
ference respecting a disposal of the crown 
of Prussia, after the abdication of the King. 
The conference, it is said, will determine 
whether the Prince Regent or his son shall 
take the crown. 

A dispatch from Turin states that on 
7tb duly an unsuccessful attempt to revo- 
lutionize Naples, was made among tho 
soldiers, which was quelled by the 
artillery. 

A telegram from Milan states thai the 
massacre at Perugia had created intonso 
excitement in that city, and on the 2d July 
the Pope, Cardinal" Antonelli and Col, 
Smith, (the latter of whom commanded the 
Swiss troops nt the massacre,) were burnt 
in ofligy at the Plaza d'Armeo. 

It is reported that 3,000 Sardinian sol- 
diers have repaired to Bologna to protect 
that city from insurrection, and support 
the provisional government. 

London, July 0. — Letters from Rome nnd 
Florence state that the excitement in the 
Papal States still continues, in consequence! 
of the massacres at Perugia, Anconn, and 
other cities. Investigations have been or- 
dered as to the origin of the popular move- 
ment. 

It appears that terrible cruelties are in- 1 
dieted upon the Mazzinians in the revolted I 
di strict , under pretence of an order from , 
His Holiness, Pius IX. 

The Admiralty have issued orders fori 
the raising of 10,(1(10 additional seamen for! 
the British Navy, at a liberal bounty. 

Vienna, duly 8, — The official report] 
from the head-quarters of the army in Italy, 
gives the following account of tho loss lit 
the battle of Solferiro: The number of 
killed is put down at 2,500 ; wounded ami 
missing, 8,021; The French and .Sardinian, 
loss in killed and wounded is set down at 
15,250. 

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Tuesday, August 23, 
Several messages were received from [lis 
Excellency the Governor: 

1. Acquainting tho House that the Colo- 
nial Surveyor hail received instructions to 
furnish the House with a tracing of the 
maps of all surveyed lands, &c. 

'2. That the address of the House in rela- 
tion to Harbor dues would be laid before the 
Council. 

3. The House's address on Militia will 
also be laid before the Council. 

4. Copy of (Jen. Harney's letter and His 
Excellency's reply. Both will be found in 
our issue to-day. 

.Mr. McKay introduced a petition from 
the Hospital Committee, praying assistance. 

During some discussion Mr. Yates said 
he heartily agreed with the spirit of the 
petition, but would not agree to levy taxes 
for its support till the Franchise bill was 
passed, and anew House was formed. With 
this Me.-srs. Pemborton and Skinner con- 
curred. Laid on the table. 

The Resignation of Member's Bill was 
read a third time. 

Mr. McKay introduced a bill to fix the 
legal rate of interest, which was read a first 
time and laid on the table. 

In committee of the whole, an address to 
His Excellency was adopted on the subject 
of light-houses, deferring the raising of 
funds for their support till a new House is 
formed. 

Sumo discission occurred about want of 
funds for completing the streets and cause- 
ways, when it appeared that money had 
been voted which the Government bad used 
for other purposes with the exception of 
funds voted from licenses of 1859, 

Mr. Skinner believed that as long as the 
present House would continue to sit, so long 
would the Executive postpone its dissolu- 
tion. He would therefore move that we 
ad journ till the Franchise Bill was returned 
from the Council. 

Adjourned till Tuesday, Sept. (5,
